In releasing a special report 
entitled “Focus on Rising 
Taxes,” the Bank warned that 
the possibility of spiraling tax 


danger in America’s current tax 
situation. 

Total revenue from increased 
taxes will fall below expectations 
if the combined impact of the 
tax increases acts to slow the ad- 
vance of the economy, the bank 
predicted, 

“This raises the disturbing 
question as to whether receipts 
below expectations will give rise 
to attempts for additional rate 
In short, there is the 
possibility that the failure of this 
medicine. to cure the patient will 
induce the physician to apply 
more of the same.” 

Designed to clarify some of 
the basic issues of the tax situa- 
tion, the Focus report points out 
that the stimulant to the private 
economy made possible by the 
1964 and 1965 tax reductions will 
be wiped out by the contemplated 
tax increases. 

Bank of America, the nation’s 
largest commercial bank, ex- 
pressed the belief that ‘‘the 
people and the various govern- 
ments of this nation must face 
up to the need for establishing 
real priorities in government 
spending. 

“At some time our nation must 
come to the realization that spir- 
aling taxes long continued will 


en egg, and at such a time a re- 
assessment of spending and taxes 
must take place. We at Bank of 
America believe that time has 
come.” 

The bank indicated it does not 
oppose tax increases to overcome 
the crises created by war and 
the inexorable demands imposed 
on state and local governments 
by growth and urbanization.

Bank of America asserts that 
“the long range growth of the 
American economy and the eco- 


nomic well-being of all its mem-! 


bers will be best served by lower 
rather than higher tax rates. We 
do not and cannot believe that 
America’s long term best inter- 
est will be served by a continua- 


tion of spiraling tax rate. in- 
creases,” 
The bank says that tax in- 


creases are necessary since the 
alternative of drastically reduc- 
ing government spending could 
not be achieved quickly nough 
or in sufficient depth to solve the 
current revenue crisis.. The bank 
supports a Federal tax rate in- 
crease tied directly to the Viet- 
nam War and limited to a maxi- 
mum of two-years. 

““However,’’ the report said, 
“it should be recognized that to 
the extent.a tax rate increase 
tends to depress economic activ- 
ity and income, it will be self- 
defeating.”

Editor, the Times: 

Let’s hope that Mr. Sherman 
or Mr. Miller will now introduce 
a Bill in the Legislature to force 
the University of California out 
of the Apartment Rental Busi- 
ness in Albany. Mr. Reagan 
would likely sign that kind of 
Bill. <A prior conference with 
the Governor would be in order. 

The function of a University is 
education, not housing. Super- 
vised housing on or near campus 
for young unmarried students is 
justified. However, apartments 
for married students and fami- 
lies should not be run by the 
University and subsidized by the 
taxpayers, The University should 
be forced to sell that property 
to private developers. who would 
build better apartments for rent 
to students with families or to 
other families needing housing. 
A shopping center might be built 
there, or other type development 
that would provide tax money 
to Albany. The present set-up is 
a blight and a drain on Albany 
and the State. 

Institutions that. pay no taxes 
should not be permitted to com- 
pete with private owners who 
pay high taxes. We are getting 
too mach public owned (non-tax- 
paying) property taken off the 
tax rolls, thus throwing a great 
burden on the private citizen who 
must make up the difference in 
taxes.
